Malament) would like to make it clear that he does not know these 
men personally and he does not know whether they are good, or bad 
agents. We feels, however, that the PBPRIMI5S may want to engage 
their services. 

2. ( ) pointed out to Malament) that the PBPRIMMS do not inter- 

fere in ZRCROWli operations, and vice versa, and that he could only send 
the information along to his people in LCDRIM. Malament} became quite 
alarmed at this, feeling that worft would get back to the ZRCROWNS that he 
had talked to the PEPRIMSS about the matter. L } assured him that 

that would not happen and he has nothing to fear, although he could see no 
way in which the PRPRIME8 could use the agents without first discussing 
the matter with the ZHCHOWNS.
